NEW YORK—Followers of American 
college football are now eagerly await- 
ing the annual meeting of the rules com- 
mittee which begins in this city this 
morning and will continue today and to- 


morrow. This year’s sessions promise to 
be the most important ever held by the 
committee and the future of football in 
many colleges and schools in this country 
rests on the action taken by it. 

Never before has there been such a 
general call for a change in the rules of 
this popular game as is the case this 
year. Harvard, Yale, Chicago, Michigan 
and Princeton, in fact, almost every col- 
lege has come to the conclusion that 
a number of radical changes must be 
made before the next season begins. It 
will certainly be a hard task that the 
committee will be called upon to perform 
as nearly every coach, player and fol- 
lower of the game has a different idea 
as to what the game needs and it will 
undoubtedly take considerable time to 
get the 14 members of the committee 
to make their decisions.

forth his view of the situafion: 
| There has been brought to my atten- 
'tion recently extracts from Various news- 
papers commenting on the fact that I did 
not accompany Commander Peary to the 
north pole. Some even go so far as to 
interpret this as a cause for rivalry be- 
tween the English and American nations. 
[I want to say that this was an Amer- 
ican expedition, fitted out by American 
citizens, with American capital, under 
the command of an American explorer 
and its success depended entirely upon 
him in whose charge the expedition set 
out. 
¢ From his years of experience in Arctic 
work he worked out.a definite plan, and 
it is my judgment that bad this plan 
been changed the pole would not have 
been reached.

discrimivate between a declaration of the 

illegality of contracts and combinations in 
restraint of interstate commerce, and a more precise definition of the acts 
wilh respect fo such eontracts, combinations and conspiracies which 
proper constitute criminal offenses, At common law, contracts in general 
restraint of trade were void in the sense of being non-enforeceable in the 
courts. Parties to such contracts were left to their observance or neglect 
as they might see fit: the courts would take no cognizance of them. A 
sumilar rule might be declared with respect to contracts of that character 
imso Taras they have todo with interstate commerce, unless they operate to 
control prices, exelude third parties from participating in interstate com- 
merce or tend to the creation of monopolies. When entered into with such 
Intent, or under such cireumstances as necessarily to imply such intent 
then and only then should eriminal lability clearly exist. 


Wile this P lragraph is introduced by the words “If antended at all,” 
the article asa whole clearly shows that Mr. Wickersham believes that 
the Sherman law should be amended.

While 
many people view with a spirit of approbation 
| the obvious trend of a number of our colleges 
to devote more time and attention than for- 
merly to the making of civil. engineers, tech- 
nical experts and skilled artizans of all classes, others regret that such 
utilitarian and matter-of-fact purposes should to any debree limit or 
crowd out the more polite and elegant branches‘of study. The latter 
class will be relieved and reassured to learn that at least one 
educational institution is seeking to combine the poetic and the 
practical in the same course of study. The University of Missouri, 
that already stands high among the colleges of its class, announces 
that it is to give a special course of-instruction in the art of writing 
poetry. That the teachers of the university have been made to realize 
the crying need of such a course of study is evidenced by the statement 
that a prize of $100 for the best poem_has been offered for several 
vears at this university, but no poem regarded as of sufficient merit 
to win the prize has vet been submitted by the students. 

This is a rather serious indictment to bring against a whole 
college of students, who, perhaps, are no more lacking in poetic fire 
or the ability to transmit it to imperishable lines than are the students 
of many another similar seat of learning. No doubt most of the 
young men att@hding this school know all about baseball, football, 
rowing and a dozgn other athletic sports, in any one of which they 
could make a creditable showing. It 1s reasonable to suppose that 
they are familar with history, philosophy and the languages, 
vet with all their erudition and their grasp ox Kiiowledge of what 
men have done and are still aspiring to do, they are not stirred to a 
state of exaltation that impels them to write an acceptable poem. 

There is a happy relationship between a saw and a sonnet: 
a trowel and a triolet, between a ballad and a loaf of bread. The 
college that is able to blend the poet with the artizan and to make 
each to see the joy that may be found in the work of the other has a 
good mission to perform. 

The public will watch with interest this most worthy experiment 
in the making of poets by these enterprising Missouri professors, but 
it can accept no hearsay report of the results achieved. It will insist 
on Ynspecting the quality of the poetic output that they are seeking to 
induce. It will say to them: “You've got to show me.” For if 
Missouri: can succeed along such commendable lines, then other 
institutions of learning must’be induced to teach more generally and

York, strikes the right note when he says, in taking the place, “\y\ 
first aim rs to be of service to the people, and if f can do that | know 
of nothing that will help the party more. 

This message should be sent to our congressmen at Washington, 
who are so devoted to party interests and who-.fail to see that party 
welfare would be better served by more taithtul service to the people. 
Transportation companies that are charged with crowding their 
patrons and failing to afford them proper comforts and conveniences 
would do well to remember the obligations they are under to serve 


‘the people and not to impose upon them. Subway officials in one 


of our cities are said to own patents on certain car devices and that 
delay in improving the railway service is a result. Their interests 
are consulted rather than those of the public. - This is short-sighted 
and a wrong policy.

lt 1s only a question of time when the soul 
pole will be discovered, and that time ts likely 
to be shortened by the entry of Commander 
Peary as an aid to-the search. He will not 
go personally, but he is to act in an advisory the 
capacity. The proposition has been made to 

the National Geog! raphic Society by hin on South Pole 
behalf of the Peary Arctic Club of New York 

that the club and the society fit out a joint 

expedition to reach the south pole. The 

Arctic club will contribute the steamer Roosevelt, provided the 
geographic society assumes responsibility for the first $50,000 toward 
the cost of the undertaking. That such an expedition will sail at a 
not tar distant date is quite probable. 

Stirred by the American discovery of the north pole, England 
has raised $200,000 to fit out a British expedition to the Antarctic 
regions to be commanded by Capt. Robert Seott. This party will 
start in July. There are also other ventures in prospect with the 
south pole as the objective point. Lieut. Ernest H. Shackleton of 
the British navy holds the record by an approach within 111 miles of 
the pole. The chief reason that prevented the success of lis party, tt 
is said, was under-calculation of the quantity of provisions required. 
xpert opinion is to the effect that from torty to tortv-two ounces

1a day is not too liberal an allowance per man. The Shackleton 


expedition started out with an allowance of thirty-two ounces per 
man, and betore it turned back this had to be reduced to twenty 
ounces. 

Captain Scott expects to use ponies, motor sledges and dogs tn 
his advance. Commander Peary advises that our expedition secure 
winter quarters as far south as possible and from there sledge to the 
pole, using the equipment and methods of the last polar expedition. 
Commander Peary's ideas have something more to recommend them 
than the mere hoped-for discovery of the pole, a truitless proceeding 
in the opinion of a large share of the public. He would have a second 
specially-built ship for an expedition on the lines of the Challenger, 
with a complement of specialists, and send her south tor two or three 
or even four vears of exploration work around the Antarctic circle, 
and for the delimitation of the Antarctic continent. He would have

__ her gome up at the end of each season s work to a southern cape to 


conununicate with home, send back specimens and replenish supplies. 
This would be something worth while, and its results would doubtless 
be more commensurate with the cost and sacrifices of polar expedi- 
tions than those obtained betore.
